Superintendent of Schools J.
H. Hull Tuesday night asked
that the Board of Education con-
sider a special tax election for
next year in event
No. 1 on the November election
ballot passes,

Hull said that according to in-
formation received from the
County Assessor, $13,705,200.00
worth of personal property will
be eliminated from the tax roll in
Torrance by passage of Proposi-
tion No. 1.

This would amount to nearly
a quarter of a million dollars be-

ing skhoed off of Torrance's
school Budget, ‘
“In order to slice off this

amount of money from the pro-
posed Budget for 1950-51, it
would be necessary to eliminate
such things as the community
gervices, all capital outlay, all
transportation of pupils, and can-
cellation of orders for supplies
which have not been received,”
Hull said,

“This is just a rough estimate,
We could not employ any more
teachers and it would probably
mean that many of our classes
would get up as high as 50 or 60
pupils before the year is over.

“Cutting $260,000.00 off the
Torrance school budget would so
seriously handicap the program
as to require perhaps even the
elimination of some teaching per-
sonnel due to lack of funds,

“In order to maintain the prea-
ent standard of the school pro-
gram, it would require a 75¢ or
80e tax.”
